Construction Activity 

Some of the track-renewal work carried over from previous years was com- 
pleted.. Strengthening and ballasting of the Gouda- Oudewater section was com- 
pleted. The roadbed of the new railway between Nieuwerkerk and Rotterdam was 
finished, and on 22 October 1951 the double-track bridge over the Waal River 
near Zaltbommel was opened for traffic, flew station buildings were taken 
into use at Hengelo and Rilland-Bath.
